Being on bread and water, they be­ 
come frightfully emaciated, and no 
mail nor reading being allowed them 
they become so mentally weakened 
that they often lose track of day and 
night, if the period be of as long a 
duration as is permissible. Morally 
it leaves them in a sullen revengeful 
mood, with just cause to 
feel no 
pride nor pleasure in being counted 
an American citizen. 
In thousands 
of instances, men have failed 
to 
recover from the indignity placed 
upon them, and have deserted at the 
very first opportunity. 
Many with 
thoughts looking 
further 
ahead, 
knowing the sad results 
following 
desertion, have held out, but have 
never fully recovered from the nerv­ 
ous strain endured, 
through 
this 
wretched period. 
I had never antici­ 
pated to make a personal complaint 
on this matter.
